2. I am familiar with the "SmartBum" flue cleaning device, having purchased at 
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least one such device, and having used it in conjunction with a fireplace and/or a fuel* 
burning (particularly a wood-burning) convection heater or stove in my home. The 
"SmartBurn" flue cleaning device removes undesirable deposits from the flue or 
chimney of such a stove/heater or fireplace that result from combustion of the wood. 
The device comprises an enclosed container having an opening providing restricted 
communication between the interior and exterior thereof, the enclosed container being 
formed of a non-combustible heat resistant material for placement in a fuel burning 
stove or fireplace, the interior of the enclosed container containing a sacrificial soot 
removal agent which is melted and then vaporized when heated by the fire in the stove 
or fireplace so as to generate cleaning vapors, the enclosed container and the opening 
being sized and shaped to exhaust the vapors from the enclosed container so as to 
clean the flue of the stove or fireplace. 

3. I have found the "SmartBurn" flue cleaning device to be quite effective in 
removing the black/brown soot and creosote deposits that usually build up in and 
adhere to the flue pipe of a stove/heater or fireplace. Those deposits are converted into 
a fine white ash which can then be removed easily.
